An Atlantic Port, Oct. 22.— Samuel

By feeding the Scandinavian coun- 
tries at present, Prof. Harper said, we 
were practically feeding the German 
workmen, for the Scandinavian coun- 
tries are making and shipping to Ger- 
many now things which otherwise 
would have to be made in Germany, 
taking so many persons away from 
the army for that purpose.

OUR MINIMUM EFFORT. , 

Treasury officials ask the people of the United 
States to observe the fact that the German ‘people 
have subscribed $3,107,500,000 in the seventh Ger- 
man war loan. Americans oversubscribed the first 
loan of $2,000,000,000 and have subscribed about 
$2,000,000,000 of the second loan of $3,000,000,000. 

Americans have sustained few casualties and 
have suffered no hardships. They have high prices 
and are warned to be frugal, but the money of the 
world has been coming to American chests and 
Americans are restricting their consumption of 
foodstuffs only that they may spare material out 
of their abundance for their allies. 

Americans do not know anything about war and 
have put themselves to Uttle inconvenience. Their 
households are operated in about me same fashion 
that they would be if there were no war. Only the 
houses out of which men have gone to camps have

The major currents of American life are undis- 
turbed. The great activities of the nation have

THE SALUTE. | 

A callow youth, privileged to write for one of 
the evening papers from Camp Grant, declares that 
“the salute must go,” that the American people 
are not given to permitting themselves to be low: 
ered socially by any mark of deference.” 

We suggest that the individual writing this igno- 
rant nonsense for a metropolitan paper be brought 
back and given a few rudimentary lessons in what 
the salute—either military or civilian—means. We 
do not know where he was bred, if he was bred at 
all, but it is time if he is to write at Camp Grant 
or elsewhere he learned that no man, American or 
otherwise, is “lowered socially” by any “ mark of 
deference.” A man is “lowered socially” by the 
neglect of marks of deference, not by yielding them. 

The salute in the army—and this is true of all 
armies except the army that ran away before the 
Germans in Russia recently—is a symbol of the 
discipline without which an army is an ungovern- 
able mob which a handful of réal soldiers can put 
td rout. The young ignoramus who writes from 
Camp Grant asks, “ Why should an American citi- 
zen humble himself to every stripe or collar mark 
that indicates a grade higher in the service than 
himself?” The answer is that he does not humble 
himself. The salute is @ mark of respect not given 
to the individual but to the rank, therefore to the 
system of which the democratic soldier is supposed 
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not as yet distressed it. Preparation is not agoniz- 
ing and the national discipline has not yet de- 
manded substantial sacrifices of the people. 

It is not much the people are asked to do for the 
second Liberty loan. It is not much to do, bu 
failure to do ft would be a great deal. We realize 
that so much exhortation regarding the bonds 
would not be necessary if the war were closer. It 
is difficult to make peace enjoying people feel the 
intimacy of something so intangible as the war is 
to America. f 

For that reason exhortation, xeasoning. explain 
ing, and even complaining are needed to sell the 
bonds. A military disaster would be a bond sales- 
man. We want to avoid the use of its services. 
The threat of invasion would bring out the money. 
We want to get the money to put the threat out 
of question. ; ä 

But Americans should not entertain the idea that 
they will have strained themselves when they have 
subscribed a 68,000, 000,000 loan. When the citizens 
of the United States have made war time frugality 
a general rule, when there is a marked difference 
in their manner of life, when it shows in their 
houses, in their habits, at their dinner table, etc., 
then they will have met real war conditions. 

When the thrift and self-denial of citizens in- 
crease their savings and when these savings are 
buying bonds, the United States will be exerting 
itself. 
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THE GREAT WHITE WASTE. 

Though its deeds are evil, the Great White Way 
loves light rather than darkness, and groans when 
the coal administration threatens to turn off the 
surplus electricity and shroud Broadway in gloom. 
The Edison people like the prospect no better than 
the all night merry makers. Mr. Lieb, vice presi- 
dent, says it would save only about one-half of 1 
per cent of the coal consumed by the companies 
in the larger cities and only about one-tenth of 1 
per cent throughout the country. 

No argument! Coal is coal and percentage is 
rot the point, nor is wastefulness the only serious 
count against sky signs. Dazzling by night, they 
are hideous by day. Architects abhor them. Think 
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building, infinite thought, infinite taste, and then 
‘seeing the result blasphemed, if not completely 
howled down, by a yell of blazing advertisements! 
Firemen add their protest. Every now and then 
a building goes up in smoke because a sky sign 
has blocked the firemen’s way on the f. Prop- 
erty owners would bin in the growl if they undér- 
‘stood. Added to the fire risk is the damage from 
wind strain. Not all sky signs surmount steel 
constructions. Many are constantly pulling at 
old fashioned structures and hastening their n 

of repair. ‘ 

Do sky signs pay? When only a few blazed 
aloft, they paid magnificently. With hundreds 
Elazing together, who notices any one sky sign 
in particular? Abolish them. They waste coal, 
mar the daytime splendor of our cities, hamper 
the firemen, injure property. In a less solemn 
mood than the present we might declare that they 
disrupt the home. The loophound will tell you. 
he ‘hounds tae loop because of thirst when, as a 
matter of fact, What attracts him is the vivacity 
of incandescent mice and bugs cutting capers on, 
sky signs. Let him look into his heart and see 
-if this is not so.

DISLOYAL STRIKES. 

Eloquence and common sense were joined in Mr. 
Clarence Darrow’s speech at the great Liberty 
loar. meeting of Sunday and we hope his words 
will have weight with the men for whose economic 
and social betterment Mr. Darrow has fought for 
60 many years. 

There certainly is need for such influence at this 
time. Union labor is not acquitting itself as well 
as it ought in this war despite the efforts of its 
most conspicuous leaders. The wage earner’s 
fellow citizens who are giving freély, many of them 
what is more precious than money or service, the 
lives of their children, will not forgive the selfish 
obstruction which strikes called for more money 
are throwing in the path of the nation’s prepara- 
tion. 

We Hate to believe these strfkes can continue 
after the union man realizes that every one of 
them means lives lost to our allies and eventually

The salute to the 
hat cord of the second lieutenant, the thin bar of 
the first Neutenant, is a salute to the principle of 
order, of discipline, of organized effort. It is there- 
fore answered by the superior rank. Neither the 
private who salutes nor the major general who 
returns the salute has lowered himself a hair- 
breadth, socially or any other way, any more than 
has a civilian who has doffed his hat to a woman, 
a white haired old man, or the flag of his country. 
As Russian army chaos, with its shame and 
waste of life at the front, has proved, discipline 
and the recognition of organization in effort are as 
necessary in a democratic army as in any other. 
There is no army, in fact, without it. We have 
heard of the splendid spirit at Camp Grant, and 
we are humiliated that it is a newspaper man who 
has been guilty of such ignorance of principle and 
of the very nature of true personal dignity: and 
self-respect.. On one of the proudest escutcheons 
of European monarchy is the phrase “I serve.” 
It has been borne by kings inte battle, and no 
prouder sentence can come from the lips of an 
American soldier. The salute is a mark of defer- 
ence which honors the man who salutes fully as 
much as the man who is saluted, for the ceremony 
is a mark of deference to that principle of order 
which alone makes civilization possible, and no 
man’s worth or dignity but are raised by recogni- 
tion of this truth. Without its recognition democ- 
racy becomes chaos, and chaos brings despotism. 
Every American soldier may be proud to salute 
an officer in the American army or navy, as every 
officer is proud to salute him. Both serve a great 
nation in a great cause, and the marks of deference 
they show in that service are marks of intelligence 
and honor. ‘ 
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FOOD CONTROL. 


The changes in American diet asked for in the 
food control scheme represent a minimum of self- 
denial. They cannot even be regarded as requir- 
ing self-denial. They are intended to conserve 
wheat, meat, and sugar. A family may conform 
to the requests of the government without realiz- 
ing that any change has been made in diet. 
To make a greater use of corn and poultry and 
fish and to make a restricted use of sugar ‘id, all 
that is asked now. To give definite point to the 
request the government has stipulated days which 
in a conforming household will be without wheat 
and meat. These days are merely pegs upon 
which to hang the program of regulation. 
For the most part, and for the most effective 
rart, the program demands voluntary subscription 
to it. If the aggregate of results is to be felt 
it will be because households have adjusted them- 
selves to government suggestion and direction. The 
presumption is that the food control authorities 
have estimated what the aggregate saving will 
te in case of such voluntary support as may rea- 
sonably be expected and that it is sufficient for 
the present to rely upon such methods. 

The methods, however, are tentative. If they 
do not produce adequate results other methods 
will be used.

RAGS ARE ROYAL RAIMENT.

The sterling old sentiment of melodrama had it 
that rags were royal raiment when worn for virtue's 
sake.

But times have changed, and even rags have 
changed with them. If the price of paper keeps on 
going up one may gee fortunes founded from the rag 
bags, and purse proud plutocrats of the future will 
point proudly to their ancestor as “one of the old 
millionaires who made his money in rags.” 

The ragpicker of today is selling his stuff for 
more than four times his return of four years ago. 
And it is not only in paper rags that the profit on 
refuse is mounting.

HE winter of 1917-18 is liable to be 

a bad smallpox year, so far as the 

civil population is concerned. The 

million or more men enrolled in 
the army and navy will have no small- 
pox. They have been vaccinated against 
the disease within a year. The civil 
population will have an unusual amount 
because there is more than the usual 
amount of shifting of population, and 
smallpox has been unusually prevalent 
during the summer season in certain 
railroad centers—Chicago, for instance. 

The possibility of escape from this 
threatened outbreak lies in well nigh 
universal vaccination. Vaccine, as it is 
now marketed, is free from bacterio ca- 
pable of causing infection. In fact, the 
trouble now with vaccine is that it is 
90 frequently impotent, not that it 18 
capable of producing “infected” arms. 
If vaccine is a little too old or has been 
carried around in the pocket, or has 
been allowed to stay for a day or more 
off the icé, it will not produce vaccina- 
tion. 

It has been proved that tetanus or 
lockjaw is not, and cannot be, the result 
of tetanus bacilli in the vaccine. Where 
this disease follows vaccination it is a 
result of infection of the vaccinated 
arm from a dirty garment or dirty 
fingers, the infection occurring after the 
vaccination. 

Vaccination should be done as follows, 
according to La Force of California. The 
skin is cleaned with alcohol and dried 
with sterile cotton. While the skin is 
drawn tightly a small chisel, one-tenth 
of an inch broad, is pressed against it 
and rotated so that the epidermis is 
scraped from an area about one-eighth 
of an inch square. There must not be 
any bleeding. Three such pea-sized 
areas are scraped. A sterile toothpick 
is used to transfer a small drop of vac- 
cine to each scarified spot. The spot is 
allowed to dry and is then covered with 
a small pad of sterile gauze. 

According to Hill of Canada the best 


fraction a drop of vaccine into but 
not under the skin. The needle pene- 
trates the outer layers of the skip on the 
slant. The vaccination mark, when the 
Hill method is used, is even smaller than 
that which follows the use of the La 
Force method. 

If the vaccination does not take within 
a day or two, in a week all irritation has 
passed. In such a case there is no vac- 
cination and no protection against small- 
pox. There is nothing to do but to try 
it again. If it takes, the arm begins to 
get sore about the fourth day. On the 
fifth day the sore places are about a 
fifth of an inch in diameter and the 
patch around it is red. On the seventh 
day the red area around the vaccination 
gets larger. There may be fever. On 
the eleventh day the vaccination is at its

No dressing is to be applied to a vac 
cinated arm except it be a little clean 
gauze. Shields do more harm than good.

Large scars, large ulcers, large blisters, 
very much swollen arms, high fever, very 
marked headache, and general aching, 
results not of vaccination but of infeg- 
tion of the wound by dirty fingers or 
dirty clothes after the vaccination. 
These signs, so far from meaning a high 
degree of protection against smallpox, 
mean that the individual is poorly pro- 
tected, if he is protected at all.

LA MARQUISE DE FONTENOY 


LTHOUGH Count Louis de Talley- 
rand-Perigord, whose engagement 
to Mrs. Ferdinand Blumenthal of 
New York, sister of Joseph 8. 

Ulman of the New York stock exchange, 

has just been announced, now bears the 

title of Duc de Montmorency. he does 
not venture to put forward any claim 
to the dignity of “premier baron of 

Christianity and of France,” which was 

regarded by the real Montmorencys in 

the male line direct as the very proud- 
est and grandest of all their many ducal 
and princely honors, and which was be- 
stowed by the crown of France in the 
beginning of the thirteenth century upon 


Mathieu de Montmorency by virtue of his 


descent from Bouchard, Sire de Montmo- 
rency and Seigneur de St. Denis, whbd 
died in 998. 
King Henry IV. of France insisted 
that, next to the Bourbons, the Mont- 
morencys were the most  iliustrious 
house of Europe. It has furnished no 
less than six grand constables to 
France, including Duke Anne, who, in 
spite of his feminine name, was one of 
the most famous commanders of the 
middle ages and was present with 
Francis I. at the Field of the Cloth of 
Gold. Twelve of the Montmorencys at- 
tained the dignity of marshals of France, 
and a number of others held office in the 
church as cardinals and in the navy as 
grand admirals. Two of their number 
fought for the independence of the 
United States under Lafayette, the elder 
of the two then bearing the title of 
Vicomte de Laval. 

—~ 
The senior line becamt extinct through 
the death without issue of Duke Raoul 
in 1862, and thefeupon, according to 
French laws still in existence, the duke- 
dom of Montmorency should have gone 
to his kinsman, Edouard de Montmo- 
rency, head of the only other and junior 
branch. Edouard de Montmorency bore 
the title of Duke of Beaumont and of 
Prince of Luxembourg, both honors dat- 
ing from the middle of the eighteenth 
century, and, being a strict legitimist 
and royalist of the old school, he had 
always refused to recognize Napoleon 
III., denouncing him as an unscrupulous 
adventurer and an upstart. 

The emperor retaliated by affecting to 
ignore the existence of Edouard de Mont- 
morency, and, declaring that the duke- 
dom of Montmorency had become ex- 
tinct t ugh the death of Duke Raoul, 
offered to revive it in favor of Stanislas 
de La Rochefoucauld, Duc de Doudeau- 
ville, on the ground that his mother 
had been a De Montmorency. He made 
this offer in the hope of conciliating the 
De La Rochefoucaulds and of attracting 
them to the court of the Tuileries, from 
which they and almost all of the old 
aristocracy had held rigorously aloof. 

The Duc de Doudeauville, however, 
indignantly spurned the advances of Na- 
poleon III., declaring that a mere Bona- 
parte, a usurping adventurer whose revo- 
lutionary sovereignty at the very best 
was of the mushroom order, had no right 
whatsoever to offer to any one go illus- 
trious and so historic a title as that of 
the Duc de Montmorency, since it be- 
longed by every law and usage to 
Edouard de Montmorency, Duc de Beau- 
mont. He added that assuredly no one 
of the old nobles would dream for one 
moment of considering such a prepos- 
terous offer and coming from such a 
source,

Somewhat discouraged, Napoleon there- 
upon tendered the dukedom of Mont- 
morency to Adalbert de Talleyrand-Peri- 
gord, the effeminate and impecunious 
younger brother of the then Prince de 
Sagan (father of the present Duc de

The new Talleyrand Duc de Montmo- 
rency became an object of ridicule in 
all the newspapers save those of the 
Bonapartist following, and so strong 
was the feeling against him that he 
found the doors of all the best and 
smartest clubs in France closed against 
him, including the Jockey, thé Union, 
and the Agricole, par excellence the 
clubs of the old nobility, while the smart 
Cercle de la Rue Royale, of which his 
elder brother, the then Prince dé Sagan, 
was president; considered it n 
to blackball him. In fact, the only club 
into which he found his way was one 
which was virtually run by members of 
the Napoleonic court and which, falling 
into evil days after the downfall of the 
empire, was merged into what is now 
known as that omnium gatherum, the 
Union Artistique. 

Napoleon III. kept his promise about 
securing a rich wife for his brand new 
Duc de Montmoreney and married him 
off to Carmen Aguado, daughter of the 
well known Franco-Spanish banker, the 
Marquis de las Marismas del Guadala- 
quivar. The Aguados were of Cuban 
origin and, having won a fortune at 
Havana, established themselves at Ma- 
drid in the reign of old King Ferdinand, 
father of Isabella II., securing the mar- 
quisate of De las Marismas from him in 
recognition of financial services. They 
were intimate with the old Countess de 
Montijo and her two daughters when the 
latter were maids of honor of Queen 
Isabella and Mme. de Montijo one of 
the dames du palais of the court of 
Spain.

When Eugenie became empress of the 
French the Aguados followed her to 
Paris and became the principal bankers 
of the court, especially of the empress, 
Indeed, the Marquis de las Marismas 
ended by casting off his Spanish allegi- 
ance and securing naturalization as a 
Frenchman, his wife becoming one of the 
principal ladies of Empress Eugenie. 
She was a very beautiful woman, figur- 
ing conspicuously in that celebrated pic- 
ture by Winterhalter portraying the em- 
press surrounded by the fairest of her 
ladies, and was not a Spaniard but a 
Scotchwoman, one of the Macdonnells of 
Aberchalder, daughter of Hugh Mac- 
donnell, who was British consul general 
at Algiers. 

The prosperity of the Aguados did not 
survive the fall of the empire, and as 
the new Duke and Duchess de Montmo- 
rency always lived up to their at one 
time very large means they found them- 
selves up to the neck in financial dim. 
culties before the present republic was 
many years old. -The duchess, nee Car- 
men Aguado, was associated with her 
husband as co-defendant in many of the 
suits brought against him. She died in 
1880, and from that time forth until ‘his 
own demise, three years ago, he lived

Tribune. I— The aviation service is the eye 
of the modern army. It must record 
what it sees. It must have lenses. 
Lenses are made of optical glass. Op- 
tical glass is not yet produced in the 
United States in sufficient quantities to 
make all the lenses that are now needed. 
The United States army needs every 
lens in the United States which is suited 
for aviation cameras. It especially and 
most urgeritly needs Tessars and Helliars, 
f :3.4 or £:4.5, of focal length from 8% 
to 20 inches. It needs these lenses at 
once, and it needs all of them. If they 
are not furnished voluntarily, they will 
be taken at a fixed price, as has been 
done in England. Therefore let every 
photographer who owns lenses of this 
type immediately notify the photographie 
department of the signal corps, United 
States army, Mills Building annex, 
Washington, D. C., of the price at w hich 
he will sell to the United States army 
every lens he has of this description. 
The. army also needs 12 and 14 inch 
condensers. Every camera club which 
has these in its enlarging apparatus 
should let the government have them. 
Notify the same address. - 
Sell your lenses to the government at 
less than you paid for them, as little 
as you can afford to take, and when 
you get the money buy a liberty bond 
with it.

The ground floor will be devoted 
to club rooms, reading room, billiard 
rooms, choir practice room, with forty 
lockers, comfort rooms, clergy sacristy, 
and the baptistry. 

On the upper floor, with gallery, will 
be the boys’ club rooms. No. 2, girls’ 
clubroom, with kitchen and the office. 
In the basement there will be a gym- 
nasium, 57x41 feet, with spectators’ 
gallery, shower and locker room, boys’ 
clubroom, working sacristy, and the 
fanroom. The main auditorium will 
have a seating capacity of 800.
